Por a time last Ruramer we v/ondered if 
the first of our proposed annual conven- 
tions not only would be auccessful, but 
would we make exjwnses'i' A late rush of 
registrations, prompted by heavy adver- 
tising, helped dispell our doubts.

One of the lai^esl. contalnhn 2 million cards, 
belones U> a dealer. 

For Harwell, the coUectinK days arr Just about vver. He 
save his entire collecliUH to Ilie Detroit Tiiblic Librar; .about 
5 years aso. when he boofihl a winter hume in Florida. "If 
wc had addcii five more rooms lo nur hiiusp in Florida," he 
jokes," I would h,iic been able to keep the collection." ' 

His memoiabilij, iiniasscd over a 30 year period, in- 
rluded old contracts, pictures eoine back 5* years. World 
.Series proiraau. aB-alaj- procnuMa, mmd abawt elip> 
pinRS. 

"They asked me about giving my collection to CMHwrstown.'' 
Harwell says, "but it's so far away and bard to get to that Qo 
one in Detiidt could have really used It. nils way if someone li 
doing a story the material is bandy." 

He donated almost his enUre collection, but saved a few 
pictures and a check sotted by Babe Ruth in 1932 for one tiaU 
a month's salary — alMut $4,000 for the Babe. 

Itruss and coilei fors like him aim for a IcEitimute base 
and solidarity for sports memorabilia collecting. The past 
few jears mutual aficionados have met In private honies lo 
carry out their business. The group has eome above eround 
as a result of llie ef fciris ni Detroit area collectors. 
Alihoui'h catalogues and dealers and collectors existed prior 
'.o thi convention, no national organization has really been 
iu,staiiicd. "Next year, with more publicity and advertising, we 
hope to iiinlc our attendcncc and have many thousands here. 
We are m tlie blaci: from tl»e couple of aucUons we held, since 
we raccivcd a 20 per cent ccnnmissitni on Oie Items," Reuss said. 
If yau find it ci-en harder t« nndersland now why many 
thousands of prople, much less bundrtds, would alUnd 
hUrh a show, rest assured— there actually were some Ucm 
thai were unsalable. 
^One. tor in.stance was a hu-e, fr;iiiicd color portrait Of 
Hal Ncwhousci, Dtrtroit Tiger hurlei or the Forties. "I knew no 
one would bid on that a,s soon as I t,aw ii. licuss relates. "It 
would be i,-mba i ras.sHiE lor Harwell, too, and he was doing us a 
iavor by auclinninc oif some of the items. Then they went and 
,iut_a nii:iinunii bid ol $15 on it. Sure enough, nobody bid on the 
damn liiiiii; and wc had lo take it back."
